(Specia l to the Da ily Republica n) 
NYashingto n, Ap ril 25.—One o f the 
mo st im p o rtant features o f a subur­ 
ban ho rn, fro m 
the 
standp o int 
o f 
health, is a fruit garden maintained 
fo r 
the 
p urp o se o f 
sup p lying the 
family with 
fruits. 
It is amazing 
that even tho se who have suitable 
situatio ns and facilities fo r raising 
fruits, and who 
canno t 
p urchase 
them because o f 
remo teness fro m 
markets, have no t established ho me 
fruit gardens, says the Dep artment 
o f Agriculture. 
The inhabitants o f this 
co untry 
arc no tably a fruit-lo ving and fruit- 
eating p eo p le. No twithstanding this, 
ho wever, fruit culture has gro wn to 
be classed amo ng sp ecialities, and 
few p erso ns who co nsume fruit are 
actual gro wers. 
The p o ssibilities in 
fruit culture up o n 
restricted areas 
have been very generally o verlo o ked 
with the result that many p erso ns 
who o wn a suburban ho me, o r even a 
farm , no w lo o k up o n fruit as a lux­ 
ury. A great deal o f the land which 
is no w p ractically wasted and entire­ 
ly unremunerative can be made to 
p ro duce fruits insufficient quantity to 
give them a regular 
p lace up o n a 
family hill o f fare, and at the same 
time, add greatly to the attractive­ 


ness o f the table and healthfulness o f 
the diet. 
With the gro wth o f co mmercial 
fruit interests' o f the United States 
the ho me fruit garden has been o ver­ 
shado wed by the o rchard. NYhile the 
ho me garden and o rchard are essent­ 
ial to the go o d o f the 
co mmunity, 
they bear different relatio ns to the 
co untry as a who le. 
The ho me gar­ 
den is always a fo rerunner o f co m­ 
mercial 
develo p ment, 
and even in 
tho se 
lo calities 
where climate and 
so il co nditio ns are adverse to co n­ 
ducting such industries o n an ex­ 
tensive scale, the ho me fruit garden 
o f the enthusiastic am ateur is certain 
to be fo und. 
The ho me p ro ductio n o f fruit stim ­ 
ulates an interest o nd lo ve fo r natu­ 
ral o bjects, which ean o nly he ac­ 
quired by that fumiliarity with them 
which co mes thro ugh their culture. 
The cultivatio n o f fruits teaches dis­ 
criminatio n. If every p urchaser was 
a go o d judge o f the different kinds 
o f fruits, the demand fo r fruits o f 
high quality, to p ro duce which is the 
ambitio n o f every am ateur as well a^ 
every 
p ro fessio nal 
fruit 
gro wer, 
wo uld beco me a reality. The enco ur­ 
agement o f the cultivatio n o f tine 
fruits in 
the ho me 
garden will do 
much to ward teaching buyers to dis­ 
criminate between the go o d and the 
inferio r varities o f fruit. 
The maintenance o f a fruit garden 
brings p leasure and healthful em­ 
p lo yment, and as o ne’s interest in 
gro wing p lants increases, this em­ 
p lo yment instead o f p ro ving a hard­ 
ship , will beco me a great so urce o f 
p leasure. 
The p o ssessio n o f a tree 
which o ne has p lanted and reared to 
fruit p ro ductio n carries tin added in­ 
terest in its p ro duct as well a s in the 
o p eratio n by which it was secured. 
Mo st p erso ns engaged in the culti­ 
vatio n o f ho me 
fruit 
gardens will 
have as their chief aim tlie p ro duc­ 
tio n o f fruit fo r the family table, and 
the p leasure it affo rds. Fruit gro w­ 
ing sho uld claim the attentio n o f the 
p ro ducer fro m early sp ring to late 
autumn. 
In o rder to secure satisfacto ry re­ 
sults in a liraitable area devo ted to 
fruit culture o ne must kno w the met­ 
ho d s o f p runing, training, and cul­ 
ture best suited to the sp ace at co m­ 
mand. 
In p ro p o rtio n to size, dw arf 
trees are mo re fruitful than stand­ 
ards; they co me into hearing so o ner 
and are therefo re o f sp ecial value 
fo r use in fruit gardens. 
At p lanting time all bro ken o r de­ 
cayed ro o ts sh o uld he cut 
away, 
leaving o nly smo o th-cut 
surfaces 
and healthy wo o d to co me in co ntact 
with the so il. 
If a large p art o f the 
ro o t area o f the p lant has been lo st 
in transp lanting, the to p sho uld he 
cut hack in p ro p o rtio n to the ro o ts 
icmaining. 
By so do ing the demand 
made by 
the to p 
when the p lant 
starts into gro wth can he met by 
the ro o t.

Mex icans were h anging upon crosses, 
tied with ropes, in a small interior 
town, at Easter time, two y ears ago. 
It was th e annual passion play of th e 
village and th e citizens were gath ered 
around th e crosses, lamenting over 
th e dy ing Ch rist, wh o was personified 
by th e man on th e middle cross and 
cursing, in real round oath s th e two 
th ieves wh o were h ung on eith er side. 
Th e Mex icans, in th e story of th e 
two th ieves, do not understand th e 
moral of Ch rist offering redemption 
to th e outcast pair at th e last mo­ 
ment; 
instead, th ey believe th at th e 
th ieves were placed beside Ch rist to 
make h is death th<^ more ignomini­ 
ous. 
And so, in all village passion 
play s, th e th rives come in for a vast 
amount of ex ecration. 
In th is particular instance th e 
crowd, in its h atred of th e th ieves, 
got into a wh ite-h eat revival h eat 
against th e th ieves and one Mex ican, 
a little drunker th an th e rest, sud­ 
denly sh outed: 
“Rateror,m icros,” meaning “th iev- 
ves, th ieves” and, dash ed out from 
th e crowd with a stiek wh ich h e jabb­ 
ed into th e ribs of th e innocent actor 
on th e cross. 
“Let me alone,” sh outed th e tied- 
up actor. 
“1 am only acting. 
I am 
Juan Lopez and y ou know me well.*' 
Hi-* voice could not h e h eard above 
th e clamor, 
'flic ex cited crowd only 
ch eered on th e man with th e stick 
wh o gave th e actor anoth er th rust. 
Th e oth er th ief began to sh out for 
th e police and th e actor impersonat­ 
ing Ch rist joined in th e declaration 
of th e now-injured “th ief” th at th ey 
were only acting. 
After anoth er th rust or two th e 
“th ief” fainted and wh en th e crowd 
saw th at h e really h ad been injured 
th ey quieted down enough so th at 
th e voice of th e cator impersonating 
th e Ch rist could be h eard. 
“Fools!” h e sh outed. 
“You h ave 


killed h im. Let me down. I will not 
be th e Ch rist any longer.” 
He was untied and th e first th ing 
h e did wh en h e got to th e ground was 
to give a sound beating to th e man 
with th e stick. 
In th e meantime th e 
unconscious actor 
w a s taken down 
from th e cross and removed to th e 
village doctor’s office. 
Two weeks 
in bed was th e penalty h e paid for 
h is realistic acting. 
Th ere h asn’t been an Easter pas­ 
sion play in th is village for th e past 
two y ears, for th e simple reason th at 
no one is willing to take th e part of 
th e th ief. 


Th e ch ildish ness of th e Mex ican 
Indian 
and th ere are 12,00(1,(100 of 
h im in Mex ico, a> against 4,000,000 
real Mex icans—is illustrated at Eas­ 
ter time, by th e manner in wh ich h e 
understands th e Easter story . 
His wh ole i<tea is not to mourn th e 
death of Ch rist so much as to ex ­ 
press h is h atred of th e 
men wh o 
brough t 
it 
about. 
Good 
Friday , 
wh ich in 
oth er 
lands is a day of 
mourning, is given over, by tlit* Mex i­ 
can, to sh owing h is h atred of Judas. 
Many th ousands of tissue 
paper 
figures of Judas are 
s old in th e cities 
and 
villages. 
Th ese 
effigies arc 
“ly nch ed” in a village street, with 
great sh outing and jeers. 
Th en, for 
h ours afterwards, 
men 
and boy s 
th row slioks and stones at th e effi­ 
gies until th ey are torn to h its. 
In th e camps of all th e soldiers 
Friday and Saturday before Easter, 
wh eth er th e soldiers were rebels or 
federáis, it is safe to say th at figh t­ 
ing was forgotten for a space of 
time, in order to give th e Mex ican 
an opportunity to give vent to h atred 
of Judas Iscariot.

GALVESTON 
LANDING PLACE

5,057 foreign refugees from Mexico, 
many of them destitute. 
The v an­ 
guard of 529 was due to arrive to ­ 
day. 
About 1,500 more 
will leave 
Mexican ports for 
Galveston in a 
week. 
Resources of the navy, army and 
Red Cross were massed, preparing 
for the fugitives. 
The refuge ques­ 
tion is most difficult 
now, cabled 
Admiral Badger 
from 
Vera Cruz. 
From Tampico 1,054 refugees have 
been sent to Galveston. 
Those a r ­ 
riving today were from Tampico and 
have waited many days on tin* Brit­ 
ish and American warships for p ass­ 
age back to the states. 
Galveston is to he made the land­ 
ing point for all refugees from the 
coast of Mexico. 
Receiving camps 
and h o sp ita ls will he provided by the 
government, food and clothing sup­ 
plied and free transportation to their 
home cities.
